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SENIOR  CLASS  HISTORY 


"All  the  days  we've  been  together, 
Fondly  we  recall  " 

The  years  of  our  scliool  life  have  come  to  a  close,  but 
we  shall  retain  many  fond  memories,  for  our  class  has  set 
precedents,  partaken  in  numerous  enjoyable  functions  and 
lias  established  an  en\iable  record  in  social  and  scholastic 
activities. 

Our  first  undertaking  as  Sophomores  was  the  election 
of  class  officers.  On  February  5,  the  social  committee 
(Kev,  Gar,  Laurette,  Ernie,  Mary  and  Leon)  and  the  class 
officers  (Bud,  B'no,  Ruthie,  and  Putt)  under  the  capable 
supervision  of  Miss  Barbara  F.  Knight,  our  class  treas- 
urer, held  the  snappiest  dance  of  the  year,  the  Sophomore 
Semi-formal  Social.  We  set  a  precedent  by  introducing  the 
novelty  spot  dance  at  the  social.  Later  on,  the  students 
showed  their  class  spirit  when  they  enthusiastically  pur- 
chased the  "Winthrop  High  School  1939"  shields. 

We  sailed  into  our  Junior  year  with  much  success.  On 
the  evening  of  February  14,  Bud,  Ruthie,  Putt,  Eddie,  and 
Mr.  Robert  Perry,  our  class  officers,  along  with  Natalie, 
Dawn,  Frank,  Ernie,  B'no,  and  Lennie,  our  social  com- 
mittee, conducted  another  successful  social.

Also 
in  December,  the  Senior  Play  '"Huckleberry  Finn"  nearly 
broke  all  attendance  records  in  Osborne  Hall. 

By  this  time  the  Senior  Echo  Board  was  in  full  swing, 
and  working  earnestly  and  faithfully  on  both  the  bi-weekly 
and  the  yearbook.  The  Senior  Gift  Committee  (Polly, 
Billy,  and  Frank)  selected  a  most  appropriate  class  gift, 
a  picture  of  Mr.  Edward  R.  Clarke.  In  fact  two  pictures 
of  Mr.  Clarke  were  presented,  one  to  be  hung  in  the 
Edward  R.  Clarke  Auditorium,  and  the  other  to  be  hung 
in  Osborne  Hall. 

Instead  of  the  annual  operetta,  in  March  three  one-act 
plays  were  given  —  one  by  each  class.  The  Seniors  pre- 
sented "The  Eligible  Mr.  Bangs,"  with  Bud  Sennett,  Bar- 
bara Tattan,  Lennie  Reno,  and  Bette  Gould.  The  Seniors 
won  the  best  performance  prize  of  five  dollars  each 
e\'ening. 

On  .\pril  11,  1939,  Mr.  Arthur  E.  Boudroau,  present 
superintendent  of  schools,  introduced  us  to  our  new  prin- 
cipal, Mr.  C.  J.  Thayer.  Our  only  regret  was  that  we  had 
but  two  months'  association  with  Mr.  Thayer.  Mrs. 
Ibelle  Clarke,  our  permanent  librarian,  assumed  her 
duties  in  the  newly  renovated  library,  shortly  after  the 
spring  vacation. 

The  annual  Semi-formal  Senior  Farewell  Social  on 
May  12  was  the  social  event  of  the  year.  Its  outstanding 
features  helped  make  the  evening  a  memorable  one. 

Later  in  the  spring,  the  Senior  Dress  Committee  chose 
t!ie  traditional  white  suits  for  both  boys  and  girls. 

The  Class  Day  Committee  brought  our  school  days 
nearer  to  their  climax,  by  conducting  us  through  an  ex- 
cellent Class  Day  program  on  June  13.  On  June  15,  our 
Graduation  Exercises  were  held  at  Miller  Field,  and  thus, 
the  Class  of  1939  passed  out  of  the  ranks  of  students,  and 
into  the  field  of  the  alumni.

Levin:    "Yes,  it  was  in  the  Echo,  wasn't  it?"

Snano:  "Come  on!  Come  on!  Let's  get  back  to  the 
booklet."

(She  exits.  Enter  the  good  will  ambassador  to  China, 
Tai  Sing  Eng,  with  his  bodyguards,  Joseph  Madona  and 
Richard  "Sugie"  Beckler,  and  his  secretary,  Allison  Bliss.)
